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A Dangerous Dilemma 


In our state capitol at Trenton a survey of 
the Chancery Court record by the Associated 
I'ress revealed that almost 8000 petitions for di- 
vorces were received for the eleven months up 
to December 1945 as compared with 6437 for all 
last vear and 4554 for 1944. Chancery officials 
expect divorce requests of 9,000 by the first of 
the year, of which 75% will be granted. The di- 
vorce ratio this year is expected to jump to an 
all time high of one out of every four marriages. 

Almost three times the 3,213 divorce petitions 
filed in 1938. Many of our outstanding judges 
say that 50% of our divorces are due to drinking 
intoxicating drinks. This seems true to form as 
the American drink bill has increased about 50% 
over 1933. If the present ratio of divorce con- 
tinues until 1965 every other marriage in America 
will end in a divorce court by that time. Get rid 
of the liquor traffic and you will decrease crime, 
divorce, drunkenness and death through alcohol. 
At least it would be worth trying under more 
favorable circumstances. The liquor dealers would 
also lose their fabulous profits which would be 
diverted to food, clothes and the real necessities 
of life. 


Counties to be Organized for Loal Option Elections 


The League will begin this year to organize the 
counties for an intensive local opt:on fight to free 


our municipalities of the evils that come from the 
saloons, taverns, roadhouses, liquor stores, and 
cocktail bars of this state. Since the twelve years 
of repeal has shown that the organized liquor 
traffic has neither controlled itself or made an 
honest effort to keep within the law the time 
has come when each county in the state must 
thoroughly and systemat'cally organize to outlaw 
this traffic that played a great part in the increase 
of crime, juvenile delinquency, divorce and drunk- 
enness in the last twelve years.

Church of Newark on January 17, 1946 proved 
to be the greatest temperance rally since repeal.

In the Trustees’ meeting at 4 p. m. the pro- 
gram of the league was greatly expanded. The 
securing of a Junior Secretary and another field 
worker for the New Youth Crusade was approved. 


The launching of The Youth Temperance Cru- 
sade in the counties of our state received favor- 
able recognition. The treasurer’s report showed 
all debts were liquidated and all bills paid last 
year. The League is now located in larger and 
more adequate quarters, 1001 Broad St., Newark, 
New Jersey. 

The annual banquet at 6 p. m. was a real suc- 
cess, with 100 attending. Mr. Alfred Driscoll, 
commissioner of the Alcohol Control Board, gave 
a very stirring address after which the superin- 
tendent read the best report for many years. This 
report is printed in full for your information in 
this issue of the Temperance News. 

The Temperance Rally in the evening surely 
proved to be the greatest since repeal. Mr. Jan- 
isch, a New York lawyer and member of the Al- 
coholics Anonymous, gave one of the most won- 
derful addresses we ever heard on what the Al- 
coholic Anonymous organization is doing to re- 
deem and rehabilitate alcoholics. We are greatly 
indebted to Mr. Janisch for his soul stirring ad- 
dress. 

Dr. Crabbe, General Superintendent of the 
Anti-Saloon League of America, gave the audience 
a very inspiring and encouraging report concern- 
ing the growing temperance sentiment in this 
country. Dr. Crabbe is a lawyer and one of the 
leading Methodist laymen of America. He is a 
specialist on League work. 

The largest crowd since many years attended 
the evening session in the First Baptist Church, 
making those interested in temperance and so- 
briety in our church thank God and take courage.

Superintendent’s Annual Report 


January 17, 1946 


THRU FAITH, PRAYER AND 


We want to begin this report with the giving 
of thanks to Almighty God for Divine guidance 
throughout the year. Without His help we could 
never have succeeded. Prayer and consecrated 
persistency will ultimately enable us to win. 

When your superintendent took over two years 
ago we had a balance of $715.00 against an indebt- 
edness of $2,467.00, and a budget of $6,836.00. 
Mrs. McAllister, with the help of Mr. Pruden, our 
president, had done wonderfully well in conduct- 
ing the League’s business for a whole year during 
the illness and death of our former superintend- 
ent, Mr. Pardee. Last year we liquidated all in- 
debtedness, paid all our bills and had a small cash 
balance to begin the New Year. 

Our new paper, “The Temperance News”, has 
increased its paid circulation to 3,000, and we 
have applied for second class permit for the pa- 
per. Many letters of appreciation and praise are

received from our subscribers on the merit of the 
paper. The publication consists of eight pages, 
mostly devoted to statistics, and information re- 
garding the New Jersey liquor situation. It also 
has a very good temperance Sunday School lesson 
in each issue. 


Youth Temperance Crusade 


Our Youth Temperance crusade program has 
grown to be our most important project. 35,000 
young people were reached in these services last 
year and 4,000 total abstinence pledges taken. 
Many of the best churches and schools in the 
state are opening their doors to our visual educa- 
tion program of sound motion pictures. We are 
hoping to double our efforts in this phase of our 
work by adding to our staff in the near future 
another field worker. 230 services were held last 
year in churches, schools, daily vacation Bible 





schools, institutes and conferences. Your super- 
intendent breathed a sigh of relief when gasoline 
rationing ended. This lifted a great physical and 
mental burden from his shoulders. 

Ours is not a commercial business with profits 
as the goal, but we are a Christian institution 
with a program to offer. It’s not just a matter of 
sending out letters and receiving checks, but the 
giving of ourselves and services in the best spir- 
itual, scientific and systematic temperance educa- 
tion program available, hoping and praying that 
the program will ultimately arouse the Christian 
people of our state to action in the destruction of 
this greatest of all enemies of mankind, the or- 
ganized liquor traffic. Organization of the coun- 
ties for Local Option elections will begin this 
year. We hope in several years to have every 
county well organized. 


Christian Conference on Legislation for N. J. 


We look with great satisfaction upon the newly 
organized Christian Conference on Legislation, 
consisting of the New Jersey Council of Churches, 
the New Jersey Christian Endeavor Union, the 
New Jersey Woman’s Christian Temperance 
Union, the New Jersey Temperance Society and 
the Anti-Saloon League of New Jersey. These 
organizations represent nearly a million voters. 
This Conference was organized for a better fel- 
lowship and understanding between the Christian 
organizations of the state in a united effort to 
better the religious, moral and social order of our 
state, particularly as it deals with state legisla- 
tion.

Our League cooperates with Alcoholics Anony- 
mous, the Woman’s Christian Temperance Union, 
the Lord’s Day Alliance, the New Jersey Temper- 
ance Society, and all other organizations inter- 
ested in a consistent temperance program, in our 
state. We greatly appreciate the fine services of 
Alcoholics Anonymous in rehabilitating alcohol-

Mary DuBois. The Woman’s Christian Temper- 
ance Union has rendered an outstanding service 
to our temperance cause in recent years by the 
filming of a very good series of practical, scien- 
tific motion picture on temperance which the 
League uses in its school assemblies. 


We want to express appreciation to Bishop G. 
Bromley Oxnam and Bishop Fred Pierce Corson 
of the two New Jersey Methodist Conferences, 
for their hearty cooperation. Also to Dr. Frank 
H. Huffman, Moderator of the Presbyterian State 
Synod, and to Dr. R. B. Dear, Executive: Secre- 
tary of the Baptist State Convention, for their fine 
cooperation and support during the sessions and 
conventions of these churches. The ministers and 
laymen of the above churches, with those of the 
Moravian, Wesleyan Methodist, Bible Protestant, 
Bible Presbyterian, Reformed, Seventh Day Bap- 
tist, Friends, Missionary Alliance and other inde- 
pendent churches, have made possible the effec- 
tive work of the League in churches and schools. 


Our Program and Purpose 


The Anti-Saloon League of New Jersey has one 
of the best youth temperance education programs 


in America, worthy of the cooperation and support 
of any church or school in the state. Our services 
are dignified, spiritual, scientific and factual. All 
the latest and best material available is used in a 
tactful but forceful manner. We are fully equipped 
to give the public the facts and figures concerning 
this traffic that has never, in the history of the 
world, been known to have regulated or con- 
trolled itself, but has always been an arrogant, 
Godless, law-breaking menace to our country. 


We ask the prayers and support of the better- 
thinking people of all churches of our state to ul- 
timately defeat and absolutely destroy this traffic, 
which is an enemy to God and His church, never 
a friend. The Alcoholic Beverage Traffic has fos- 
tered more crime, divided more homes, caused 
more delinquency, broken the health of more hu- 
man beings and caused the death of more people 
than all the wars of history combined. It breaks 
the Holy Sabbath, sells to minors, caters to crim- 
inals and prostitutes, and is always and continu- 
ally getting into trouble with the law of our state 
and nation. This is the traffic we have pledged 
ourselves to destroy before it brings destruction 
to our fair land. 


Social Drinking Among Church Members 
a Real Problem 


One of the hardest and most embarrassing prob- 
lems we have to face today is the social drinking 


in the homes of many of our church members, 
mothers and fathers who serve cocktails, wine and 
other intoxicating drinks, hoping by this means to 
keep their children at home. Let us not deceive 
ourselves, one outstanding judge of our country 
says: “Alcohol is alcohol, wherever you serve it, 
in the home, tavern or cocktail lounge. It has the 
same deadly effect upon the brain.” 


It would be a very embarrassing situation I 
imagine for any parent whose boy or girl has be- 


come an alcoholic or drunkard to say that they 
had received their first drink at home. Drinking 
at home just makes it that much easier to drink 
out, especially when the boy or girl knows they 
have their parents’ sanction on drinking. Parents 
should teach their children the danger and evil 
of drinking instead of encouraging them to im- 
bibe. Our cocktail bars are a disgrace to the na- 
tion. Here married and single men and women, 
mostly women, many of teen ages, meet and con- 
gregate with their male partners, making a spec- 
tacle of themselves. 


An ordinary cocktail at one of our best Ameri- 
can chain restaurants costs as much as a whole 
meal. A cocktail is 52% ethyl alcohol, one of the 
highest content alcoholic drinks made. It’s a na- 
tional disgrace the money our American people 
are spending for intoxicating drinks, while mil- 
lions of people in Europe and the rest of the world 
are starving and dying for the want of proper 
shelter, food and clothing. How long can God con- 
tinue to bless such a wasteful and selfish people? 
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The Days Are Evil 


The word of God tells us to “redeem the time 
because the days are evil’; “walk in wisdom to- 
wards them that are without, redeeming the time.” 
Col. 4:5. The United States Government insisted 


upon serving beer to our armed forces. Out of 
this a new problem presents itself to this state 
and country. Many of the discharged soldiers 
want to go into the beverage alcohol business. 
The liquor trades’ brutal boast in the Brewers Di- 
gest of May 1944 and November 24, 1945 was 
that “beer consumption .. . received greater pro- 
motion impetus . . . during the war... than it 
would have in 20 normal years,” because “10,- 
000,000 soldiers in Army Camps have become ac- 
customed to beer and .. . a large proportion of 
them will continue to be consumers in civilian 
life.”’ 

Quotation from December Union Signal, WCTU publi- 
cation. 

“The North Arlington Leader’, a North Jer- 
sey publication, of Thursday, December 27th says 
that the borough council of that town is being 
pressured to create 7 more licenses to accommo- 
date 7 returning veterans of World War II. The 
paper goes on to say, “The movement doubtless 
will receive enthusiastic endorsement of local and 
civic groups who are striving to help returning 
veterans.” This is just one example of what is 
happening all over our state and nation. 


The State of New Jersey already has more 
taverns than any other state in the Unfon per 
population—5 saloons to every school house and 
3 saloons to every church! In spite of this over- 
crowded condition, 103 more taverns and 76 more 
liquor stores were added during the year ending 
June 1945. There are 360,000 licensed retail 
liquor establishments now in the United States. 
Here is an account from one of our Newark pa- 
pers, “Jersey Revenue Rises on Alcoholic Drinks. 
January 1945 shows an increase of $1,106,575 
over January 1944 in New Jersey’s two collection 
districts. The total tax receipts for the month 
was $4,939,481. against $3,732,906 for January 
1944.”" This increase has kept up throughout the 
year. In December the 5th collection district of 
Internal Revenue Department covering North Jer- 
sey shows a 61% increase over December 1941— 
December 1941, $2,860,105; 1945, $3,505,385. 

“Drinking in America increased from 15.47 gal- 
lons per capita in 1941 to 20.48 gallons per per- 
son in 1945—more than 32 per cent increase in 
four years. In these four war years the liquor 
traffic diverted more than $20,000,000,000 from 
purchasing power of the American people, largely 
at the expense of a million retailers of necessities 
of life and wholesome food, fruit and other com- 
modities. Since repeal 20,000,000,000 gallons of 
liquor has been consumed at the cost of $45,000,- 
000,000. This would have paid our entire war 
bill for one whole year. 

What will happen in most cases that involve 
veterans? They will lose their borrowed money 
and be in a worse condition to face rehabilitation. 
There are plenty other less crowded and more 
congenial businesses for our veterans to go into 
that will do them good instead of harm. 
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Racing and Gambling 


Last year our state collected $3,500,000 from 
its race tracks, exceeding 1944 revenue by over 
$1,000,000. A check of cars at the race track 
showed that out of 4,800 cars parked each day 
3,100 were from out of state, 1,100 were from 
counties in New Jersey; three-fourths of those at- 
tending New Jersey races in cars are out of town 
folk who are helping to give this state the worst 
gambling, drinking and accident record in his- 
tory. 

Divorce and Drinking 


A recent account from one of the Trenton pa- 
pers and Associated Press articles reads: “New 
Jersey Divorces Hits All-Time Record.” It goes 
on to say that almost 8,000 petitions were received 
the last 11 months up to December, compared with 
6,437 in 1944; almost double the petitions re- 
ceived for 1940 when 4554 petitions were filed. 
Seventy-five per cent of the 8,000 received and 
9,000 expected for the year would no doubt be 
granted. In 1944 every sixth marriage performed 
ended in divorce. The ratio in 1945 is expected 
to jump to one in every four; if this ratio con- 
tinues to increase at the present rate, in 1965 
every other marriage in America will end in the 
divorce courts. Our outstanding judges say that 
50% of our divorces are caused by drink. We are 
now beginning to pay for our $7,000,000,000 
yearly drink bill and the $2,310,000,000 pay-off 
collected in taxes by your government last year 
is showing in broken homes, disease, crime and 
death. The pay-off is sure to come hard and fast. 

Last year the women of America bought 69% 
of the 350,000,000,000 cigarettes manufactured 
for civilian use, the first year in history that 
women exceeded men in the purchase of cigar- 
ettes. 

A Washington paper begins an article like this: 
“Snuff use rises, nets $674,939 tax in one month. 
The government has a tax on snuff of 18 cents a 
pound and usually gets $500,000 or so a month 
for revenue from this drug. 4,000,000 pounds of 
snuff was snuffed in one month according to U. S. 
Government reports for 1945. 

Snuff sold in 1934—36,893,903 pounds. 

Snuff sold in 1943—43,179,206 pounds.” 

Drinking has become a factor in more than 25% 
of all fatal accidents which have shot up to a high 
level since the end of the war and gasoline ra- 
tioning. A-driver or a pedestrian who had been 
drinking was involved in over 25% of the fatal 
auto accidents, or one out of every four, accord- 
ing to the National Safety Council. 


Crime on Increase in State and Nation 

Crime in New Jersey increased 4.9% in 1945, 
the largest increase on record. All this increase 
in crime, divorce, juvenile delinquency, insanity 
and deaths thru alcohol can hardly be blamed 
on Prohibition now, but what about repeal? Re- 
peal has failed, shamefully, disgracefully and dis- 
astrously failed. All these facts and figures should 
be a challenge to provoke our Christian people to 
rise up and begin an all-out warfare against this 
deadly enemy of America. It will either be the 
Atonement or the Atomic Bomb for America and 





the world, either the saving of our American peo- 
ple by a religious revival, and a moral and social 
reformation, or our destruction by the evil forces 
we have allowed to take possession. 


Full Cooperation of Churches Needed to Win 


The Anti-Saloon League of New Jersey is a 
Christian organization founded by the Christian 
Churches of America, often spoken of as “The 
Church in action against the liquor traffic’. Any 
temperance crusade for Christ, to be effective, 
must have the full cooperation and support of the 
Christian Church. Until the Church of Christ is 
willing to make the sacrifice and pay the high 
price of such a leadership, it’s going to be hard 
sailing. We of the temperance forces fervently 
pray each day, without ceasing, that God will 
awaken the conscience of His people to rise up 
and war against this greatest and most destruc- 
tive agent the devil has for defeating the Church 
of the Living God.

RESOLUTIONS 


Presented to the Meeting of the New Jersey Anti- 
Saloon League, January 17, 1946 


BE IT RESOLVED that we renew our deter- 
mination to oppose with all our strength the grow- 
ing power of the liquor traffic in New Jersey. Its 
insidious influence in undermining the moral char- 
acter of youth gives us pause, and causes us to 
fear that the coming generation of men and 
women will witness a decline in the ethical life of 
our State and Nation. Alcohol is a poison that de- 
bases, and if its consumption increases, the moral 
fibre of the people decreases. Our cause is one for 
which we can pray, and ask God to bless. The 
Kingdom of God can never come through efforts 
of the Heavenly Father’s children who have been 
poisoned by alcohol. Our fight is just because it 
is for the building of a better world. 

BE IT RESOLVED that we call the attention 
of all American voters to the words of Thomas 
Jefferson, President of the United States. 1801- 
1809. 

“The habit of using ardent spirits, by men in public of fice, 
has occasioned more injury to the public service, and more 
trouble to me, than any other circumstance which has oc- 
curred in the internal concerns of the country during my 
administration. And were I to commence my administration 
again, with the knowledge which from experience I have 
acquired, the first question which I would ask with regard 
to every candidate for public of fice would be, ‘Is he addicted 
to the use of ardent spirits’ ?” 

BE IT RESOLVED that we solemnly protest 
against the advertising of liquor in newspapers 
and magazines. These advertisements are many 
times incorrect in their statements as to the food 
value of alcohol, and could properly be brought to 
the attention of our government’s agency con- 
cerned with legal and illegal advertising. In our 
effort to secure the cooperation of the newspapers 
in combatting the evils of intemperance, the mem- 
bers of the New Jersey Anti-Saloon League can 
help. Let many protest to their local newspaper 
editors, pointing out the dangers lurking in the 
program of the liquor dealers who have planned 
to create an American generation of drinkers, who 
will become potential drunkards. 


We ‘protest also against the advertising of beer 
and wine in radio broadcasts. Children hear these

SENATE BILL No. 74 
To Limit Alcoholic Drinking Places 


1 TO EVERY 1,000 POPULATION: AND LIQUOR STORES, 1 TO EVERY 3,000 POPULATION

of the words praising wines and beers, as con- 
tributing to the well-being of mankind, and heard 
often, the words finally make an impression. It is 
not an exaggeration to say that juvenile delin- 
quency can be traced to these years when a child 
is moulded and its attitude toward alcohol and its 
use is determined. We also protest against the 
advertising of liquor in buses and other public con- 
veyances. 


BE IT RESOLVED that we favor legislation 
which shall limit the saloons in our New Jersey 
communities to 1 for every 1000 population, and 
liquor stores to 1 for every 3000 population. New 
Jersey has more taverns per population than any 
State in the Union. There are five saloons to every 
public school, and three saloons to every church. 


BE IT RESOLVED that we go on record as un- 
alterably opposed to the invasion of liquor scenes 
into a large proportion of the nearly 400 current 
films which have been examined for the paper 
“The Foundation Says”, published by the Amer- 
ican Business Men’s Research Foundation. There 
is sustantial evidence that the appearance of wine 
drinking in many pictures is planned by the wine 
trade as a part of its intensive campaign to boost 
consumption throughout the country. 


There is also evidence that the brewers have 
been pleased with the pictures of good fellowship 
and hospitality in which beer plays a conspicuous 
part. Not to be outdone, the makers of whiskies 
have been careful to prevent the name of their 
particular brand of poison from association with 
tragedy that inevitably results, even in pictures, 
from the tyranny of John Barleycorn. 


BE IT RESOLVED that in our efforts to destroy 
the power of the liquor traffic we concentrate on 
education, without lessening our program of legis- 
lation. We believe that the physiological, psychol- 
ogical and sociological effects of alcohol should be 
plainly taught in our public schools, and in all 
institutions of learning. We are fully persuaded 
that if more can be done in this field with a scien- 
tific approach to the problem, New Jersey may 
some day come to its senses, and we may see com- 
munities of sober and temperate people in this 
State. 

BE IT RESOLVED that we commend Commis- 
sioner Alfred E. Driscoll for courage and wisdom 
in his administration of the office of Alcohol Bev- 
erage Control. The Commissioner has justly used 
his power, and as far as in him lies, he has sought 
to control the situation in this liquor-ridden State. 

BE IT RESOLVED that we express our appre- 
ciation of the work of our Superintendent, Mr. C. 


WINONA LAKE NATIONAL ANTI- 
SALOON LEAGUE TRAINING 
SCHOOL ANNOUNCED 


The Board of Education, which directs the National 
Training School of the Anti-Saloon League of America, 
authorized a national Anti-Saloon League training school 
at Winona Lake again this year. 

The reports of the success of last year’s school were so 
favorable that the Board is encouraged to develop a more 
comprehensive and more carefully organized program this 
year. 

The school will be held from June 6 to 19, inclusive. The 
first four days will be devoted to a practical pastors-workers 
conference, designed as a condensed refresher course to equip 
temperance leaders for more efficient service and leadership. 


COURSE OF TRAINING 


A ten-day training school period follows the pastors-work- 
ers conference. There will be courses in Anti-Saloon 
League policies, principles and history, public speaking, state 
league administration, radio, educational methods, legislative 
activities, finance methods, local option campaigns, dramatics 
and visual education. 

A well organized recreational program is also being 
planned to provide recreation and fellowship. 

INSPIRATIONAL ADDRESSES 

A different headliner of the temperance movement will be 
secured each night to bring a popular inspirational address. 
The evening meetings will be open to all guests at Winona 
Lake and the general public.
